DEATH OP JAMBS T. B. STAPP 


Biographical Sketch of the Busy 


Life of a Former State 


Official 


A Resident of Decatur a Quarter or 


Century. 


The death of James T. B. Stapp, wh 


has been a resident of Decatnr for 
period of 25 years, occurred on Sunday 
Deo. 31st, at ll:45a.m. at the home o 
bis niece Mrs. A. E. Harrison, on Eas 
Eldorado street, in the 79th year of his 
age. 
He passed away peacefully an< 


without a struggle, there being present a 
his bedside Mrs. Harrison, Miss Bradsby 
Mra. 
S. D. Smith, and Messrs. W. A 


Barnes and "D. 8. Shellabarger. 
Mr 


Stapp had been failing rapidly since 
Tuesday last, and bin dissolution was 
hourly expected. Two years ago the de- 
ceased experienced a stroke of paralysis 
as the enects of an accidental fall from a 
chair, and since that time he baa been 
confined to his room. Being troublec 
with a paralytic affection of the throat he 
was unable to partake of nourishment fo 
five days. 


During Mr. Stapp's long residence in 


Decatur ho has done conisderable for the 
material growth and progress of the city 
contributing of his ample menus to the 
erection of business houses, and giving 
$12,000 towards the expense of buildin( 
Stapp's Chapel, which Methodist church 
bears his name. 


Mr. Stapp on coming to Decatur from 


Vandalia in 1857 resided in tho C. C 
Burroughs property on the corner o 
North Main and William streets. 
After- 


wards he purchased the Henry Prather 
residence, now occupied by F. I". Ran- 
dolph and family. Here he resided for 
many yeara. There it was that liis sister 
died. 
During his declining years he 


made his home with Mrs. Harrison, who 
has cared for him in his feebleness, an<] 
made his last days us comfortable find 
pleasant as possible. 


Tho time of the funeral is not >et de- 


cidod upon, ft will probably occur at 2 
p.m., on Wednesday, from Stapp'aChapel. 


HIOGKAPHIOAL. 


In tho Illinois volume of the "United 


States Biographical Dictionary sud Por- 
irait Gallery of Eminent and Self-uiude 
Men," issued by tho American Biograph 
^cal Publishing company, in 187C, we find 
ihe following interesting sketch of the 
eventful life of the deceased: 


"Among the beholders of a state of two 


millions ot people, of a thousand villages 
and twenty cities, of the greatest grain 
emporium on the globe, and of a mileage 
of railway equal to the width ol the At- 
"autio ocean, how few are the personal 
witnesses of that obscure- and remote day 
when tho ancient village of Kaskaekia 
prehistoric even beyond Indian tradition) 
was tho capital of Illinois, and a military 
engineer was picking bis way through the 
>oga about tho month of the Chicago 
river, escorted and protected from sav- 
ages by half-breed fD r-traders, to rebuild 


dismantled fort where now nearly half 
million people dwell. At that day the 
ervice of process of n Virginia court in 
he 'county of Illinois, commonwealth of 
Virginia,' was of recent memory, for all 


the northwest had been 'sacred noil.' 


?he war with Great Britain had but bare- 
y ended; Mr. Monroe was president, and 
he'era of good feeling' had come; tho 
name of Washington was still toward with 
mllowed awe; many an old French sel- 
ler could yet describe from memory the 
apture of Kaskaskia by General George 
logers Clarke in 1774; and Duniel Boone 
was still able to hunt in Hie ^ilds of 
lissouri. 
"James T. B. Stapp -V:IB n 1) >y of ten- 


der years when his widowed liotber set- 
led at Kaskaskia, coming f»>ni Mason 
ounty, Kentucky, after a resilience there 
f two years, having previously resided 
u Woodford county, Kentucky, where 
de father had died, and where James was 
jorn ou the 13th of April, 1801. The 
amily, like BO much of our sturdiest 
took, in mind and body, w«re Scotch- 
risb; that is, Scotch, who, after the dis- 
strous Prote-atant revolt iu JG80, found 
efuge in the uorth of Ireland. At an 
arly period in colonial days tie ancestors 
f tba American fiimilj settled in Orange 
onnty, Virginia, where, botb tho father 
ud mother of our subject were born, 
'he father nerved in the pntriot army 
broughout the rovolutionarj war, after 
which he sought n home and future for 
:io children—of whom there were in nil 
.ine—in Kentucky. This mwt liave been 
iefore the beginning of this ctntury. He 
ettled in Woodford county, but lived 
nly a few years. 
"Mr. Stapp received 
Home common 


chool education before his twelfth year 
n his native place, and after the settle- 
ment of IUH mother at Kaskaskia hp at- 
;ended there such schools na tho place 
Horded. 
"The quaint mixture of new and old in 
11 tho elements of life at thiR interesting 
•illage—long since abandoned to dilapi- 
dation—of Frenchmen with Indians; of 
joth with American settlers; of the im- 
osing and mysterious ritual of Homan 
iatholic worship, with the passionate and 
ociferous revivalism of Methodist mis- 
ionaries; nnd of languages, usages, mun- 
ers and traditions, all operating on the 
vigilant and impressible mind of the boy, 
gnornnt hitherto of all but tho backwoods 
fe of early Kentucky, havo made the 


memory of Mr. Stapp to-day the reposi- 
ory of impressions of the deepest inter- 
3t to students of human nature. Of an- 
ther character was the spectacle, rich in 
len uncredited prophecy, ot the steam- 
oat General Pike, the pioneer of all 
•earn water craft in the Mississippi val- 
ey, which, from Pittaburg, hrul descend- 
d the Ohio and passed before the boy's 
yes upward on the Mississippi in 1816. 
"In 1818 the state of Illinois was ad- 


mitted to the Union, her population be- 
ng almost wholly in the south, but the 
apital was fixed a hundred miles up the 
Kaskaskia river in the interior, at Vamla- 
a, the seat of justice of Fayette county, 
'early all of the territory north of that 
ounty was included with it in one rep- 
•esentetivo district, and at an election in 
hich Mr. Stapp's brother-in-law was 
losen to the legislature, he received the 


entire vote of Chicago. 


"Mr. Stapp obtained employment, 
longh yet in his teens, in the office of 
IB auditor of state, where he became un- 
ommonlyl efficient, remaining in that 
ipacity four years, when, upon the rea- 


gnation of the auditor, the celebrated 
ohn Reynolds, being governor, appoint- 
d the young man in his stead. Here he 
cqnitted himself with such probity and 
bility that the legislature twice elected 
tim to the office, which he held daring 
v« yean altogether, when he voluntarily 


resigned it to accept the office of cashier 
of the Bank of the State ot Illinois at 
Vaudalia, In this post he served for fif- 
teen years. 


"Upon the outbreak ot the Black 


Hawk War he promptly joined the vol- 
unteers, and served as aid-de-camp on the 
staff of Governor Reynolds. He became 
a soldier again and for a longer cam- 
paign when the Mexican War began. He 
volunteered with the Third Regiment o1 
Illinois, and having been elected its ad- 
jutant, served in the army of General 
Taylor throughout the" war. 


"When Taylor became President he ap- 


pointed Mr. Stapp Receiver ot the United 
States Land Office at Vandalia, an office 
in which he served throughout the ad- 
ministration of Mr. FiUmore, and resign- 
ed in 1855 under Mr. Pierce, with a view 
of changing his residence, which he car- 
ried into effect in 1857, settling in the city 
of Decatur. 


"It is worthy of remark of Mr. Stapp, 


that in the prosecution of his private bu- 
siness he has not given it that exclusive 
devotion which is distinctly traced by the 
discerning student in most of the self- 
made men of the day, and yet that he 
has become a man of very ample fortune. 
His habits of practical benevolence are so 
unobtrusive that it is only his close inti- 
mates and his oldest acquaintances who 
are accustomed to say that instead of his 
tithe he has given a half of his earnings, 
and given it as he went through life. 


" He early connected himself with the 


Methodist Episcopal Church, and as ago 
gathers together the lessons and prom- 
ises of the past and the future, his inter- 
est in organized effort increases. The 
beautiful chapel in Decatur is understood 
to have absorbed a single benefaction 
from him of twelve thousand dollars—a 
striking but not solitary instance of liis 
munificence. 


"Mr. Stapp has made himself acquaint- 


ed with general literature, history and 
popular science, and is attentive to sub- 
jects of material progress at large. Ho 
is on acute observer of men and manners, 
a gentleman mnch of the old school, hos- 
pitable, genial and of engaging address. 


'In early manhood he was married in 


Vandalia to Miss Mary Connor, who 
died within the following year, and Mr. 
Stapp thonco pursued the journey of lifo 
alone."
